Mr, O’Brien ruled that, with or

legal for the town to provide-its 
facilities for religious purposes, 

He agreed, during a lengthy dis-

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with a decision to leave the im~ 
provement up to the Selectmen and 
town manager. 

They were told by Building Com~ 
mittee Chairman Warren Lewis 
that two drainage conditions will 
be improved with the $3,000 re= 
maining inthe Committee’s budget. 

But any improvement to the play 
area to the rear of the School is 
outside that Committee’s jurisdic 
tion, he stressed. 

After first telling the School 
Committee to go ahead with a 
special article for the play area, 
the Selectmen retracted their ad- 
vice, Mrs. Barbara Moody re- 
minded the Selectmen that im- 
provements come under the 
manager, in the charter, with the 
School Board being responsible 
for pointing out the conditions to 
be remedied, 

Town Manager Thomas E, Duff 
suggested that the highway depart~ 
ment fill the play area with 
material taken from various road 
construction projects, over a 
period of time and at its own 
convenience, This would result in 
improved facilities without the ex- 
penditure of large sums, he stated, 

It was estimated during the ses~ 
sion that a play area, properly 
drained, could cost up to $10,000 
- possibly more depending on how 
complete an area is required, 

Initially, the Schoo] Committee 
was to sound out the Finance Com- 
mittee on receiving approval for 
the appropriation at a special town 
meeting. 

But when the Selectmen agreed 
to assume responsibility, no 
specific timetable was established 
for work to begin or for the initia~ 
tion of action towards obtaining 
the money. 

Principal Normandy stressed 
that present grass areas around 
the School could be used for play~ 
but that town officials should agree 
to replace the good lawn, at such 
time as a play area is finished. 

It was also suggested that much 
of the horse-shoe driveway, pre~ 
sently used for school buses, could 
be roped off during non-transpor- 
tation hours. This would give extra 
room for the children, it was felt, 
without necessarily using the lawn, 

PTA member John Holmes 
appeared to state the feeling of 
many parents in the area when he 
told the Boards that ‘‘it is more 
valuable to have the children play 
on the lawn than to worship the

Editorials 


Another Delay 


It appears that no action can be taken on the special 
town meeting article asking for funds to build a fire 


sub-station. 


The Selectmen have opposed action at this time, be- 
cause they want to see the fire underwriters’ report on 
over-all needs. This will be ready in the fall. 

While there is common sense in the decision to wait, it 


should properly be noted 


that the West ‘Andover fire 


station proposal has received rough treatment over the 
years. Residents who foresaw the need for this station 
are still waiting, long after the need has become apparent 


to most everyone. 


Town officials, at election times, have given lip ser- 
vice to the station — little action results. 

Based on the precedent of the recent past, we can’t 
help wondering whether the sub-station’s fate is to be 
once again the matter of political pitch-making. We hope 


not. 


Just taking a reasonably close look at the growth in 
West Andover, and the contemplated developments, gives 
ample justification to the location of a sub-station there. 


Perhaps waiting is all that can be done right now — it 
should, however, be obvious to those in charge of planning 
that March, 1965, must mark the end of delay and the 


beginning of specific action. 


Divided Responsibility 

A plan is in the making to combine the jobs of play- 
ground supervisor and waterfront director at Pomp’s Pond. 

‘Lack of maintenance responsibilities is cited as a 
reason for merging the jobs — on the theory that neither 
position needs to be full-time this year. 

We suggest, prior to the Selectmen’s consideration of 
the proposal, that the most cautious approach be taken to 
the idea, Whether or not other considerations may make the 
plan sound feasible, we wonder if there can be any justi- 
fication for running a program at Pomp’s Pond, including 
the free swimming afternoons and evenings, without the 
immediate and personal supervision of a mature director 
whose training and experience inspire complete confid- 


ence. 


A man whose job takes him away from the Pond half of 
the time, at least, does not necessarily meet our concept 


of a waterfront director.

With Memorial Day and the open= 
ing of Pomps Pond fast approach- 
ing, here’s some good advice from 
the American Red Cross, which 
this year celebrates 50 years of 
teaching and preaching safety in, 
on and around the water, 

“Learn to swim, If you can 
swim, learn to swim better.”’ 

‘Despite 50 years of progress 
in the field and an intensive educa- 
tion program, the best defense a- 
gainst becoming a drowning statis- 
tic still is knowing how to swim"’, 
says Donald D, Dunn, Andover Red 
Cross Safety Services chairman, 

Thanks to the work of the Red 
Cross and other safety-conscious 
organizations, millions of Amer- 
icans have learned to swim since 
Commodore Wilbert E. Longfellow 
launched his ‘‘Waterproof Amer- 
ica’? crusade in 1914, building the 
campaign on the slogan, ‘Every 
American a swimmer - every 
swimmer a lifesaver,’’ Statistics 
have proved the worth of his words, 
In the past half century the drown- 
ing rate has been cut virtually in 
half - from 7.7 to 3.4 per hundred

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

**In view of the annual report 
given by the school system’s 
curriculum coordinator, May 13, 
1964, at the School Committee 
meeting, the question of how much 
money and how much space should 
be provided for the Junior High 
Schoo] program becomes most dis- 
turbing. 

“According to the curriculum 
coordinator’s report, there is 
serious resistance to recommen- 
dations for up-grading Junior High 
School course material and im- 
proving teaching techniques. The 
resistance is found in the attitude 
of the teaching staff toward the 
improvements, One example cited 
was in connection with the use of 
a ten-position portable language 
lab, which was purchased a year 
Or so ago upon the approval of the 
School Committee, It has been 
available all year and it remains 
unused. The reason given for not 
employing the machine in class- 
room work was that a revision 
of the course plan and material 
would be required, The staff did 
not wish to make these changes 
even though there was sufficient 
time, It was also clear from the 
report that a similar attitude was 
present in other departments in 
regards to up-grading of subject 
material, 

“If the school administration 
is content to function as a loose 
Organization and it permits a 
provincial attitude to prevail in 
the staff, why should the public 
support demands for more space 
per pupil? Why should the public 
pay for bigger and better build- 
ings when their expressed wishes 
for improvements are not being 
followed in the existing school 
programs? The school adminis- 
tration is obviously not making an 
effort to give the degree of ex- 
cellent instruction for which ‘the 
public is paying. 

‘It is time the people 
demonstrated an active interest 
in this problem by attending School 
Committee meetings to see if they 
are satisfied with the performance 
being given by the School adminis- 
tration and elected officials.
